Decision of tbe Commute* on Holes. 


The Committee on Rules, at its ses- 


sion Thursday night, adopted the rules 
of the Cincinnati Convention of 1876, 
uith three exceptions, one of them im- 
portant. 
First, the oidjr has beeu 


changed; second, a section bus been 
added to Rule 8, which will do uwuy 
vuth the unit rule: allowing individual 
delegates to vote as they please. It 
now lends as follows: "Rule 8—Iu the 
record of votes l>y States tbe vote of 
each State, Territory and the Distrie' of 
Columbia shall be announced by the 
Chairman, aud in case the votes of an) 
State, Territory or the District of Co- 
lumbia Bbull be divided, the Chairman 
shall announce the number oi votes cast 
for any other candidate, or for or 
against any proposition; but if exception 
i* taken by any delegate to the correct- 
ness of such announcement by the 
chairman of his delegation the Prfsi- 


I dent of the Convention snail direct the 
rr-11 of the members of snch delegation 
to be called and the result shall be re- 
corded in accordance with the votes in- 
dividually given."
